His refusal, on second look, to vote 
for the rezoning killed the ordinance 
being considered, because a three- 
fourths vote is needed to overrule 
objections from nearby homeowners. 
The council will also hold a public 
hearing on Margaret Thompson’s 
request for a specific use permit to 
teach swimming lessons in her 
backyard at 2601 Kimerly. 
Her request was accompanied by a 
large group of her young pupils when 
a hearing was held before the Plan­ 
ning and Zoning Commission. Several 
neighbors have objected because of 
the increase in traffic, noise and litter 
with the continual lessons. 
In other action, the council is ex­ 
pected to authorize negotiations with 
Federated Dept. Stores for city 
participation in a proposed climate- 
controlled mall. 
The future of the George House will 
also be determined. Council members 
will consider bids on the historic 
structure which has been the subject 
of a long public campaign. 
Bob Powell of Lockwood-Greene 
Engineering will also submit the plans 
and specifications for the Westside 
natatorium. The pool, on the Plano 
Senior High School campus, will open 
to the public next summer. 
A proposal from General Portland 
Development Co.

reviewed. The firm wants city par­ 
ticipation in the paving of Park Blvd.

For Garbage 


Plano’s phenomenal growth has 
finally overcome the city’s solid waste 
collection system. 
Beginning Thursday, homes west of 
US 75 and south of FM 544 will be 
added to the eastside collection route. 
The 2,700 customers will now have 
garbage pickup on Mondays and 
Thursdays. 
The remainder of the Westside will 
still receive garbage pickup on 
Tuesdays and Fridays. This section of 
town is expected to continue to grow 
at a faster rate than the Monday- 
Thursday route. 
“We’ve been forced to change our 
collection system because of the 
tremendous growth on the Westside,” 
said Director of Public Works 
Clarence Daughterly 
“During the 
growing season we were picking up 
twice as much trash, grass clippings, 
etc. from the Westside. 


Residents to be affected by this 
change will be notified by mail and a 
hand-delivered message, 
but any 
questions concerning the change can 
be directed to the sanitation depart­ 
ment at 423-6500.

When Amelia Earhart became the 
first woman pilot to cross the Atlantic 
Ocean in 1928, female flyers were few 
and far between. Today, almost 50 
years later, more and more lady 
aeronauts fill the skies. 
Just a couple of years ago, these 
women pilots may have been spending 
their days as contented housewives. 
But recently, the prospect of earning 
private pilot licenses has begun to 
appeal to homemakers searching for 
a different way to spend their leisure 
time. 
Planoite Judy Frisk has just a few 
more solo cross-country flights to 
make before she will receive her 
pilot’s license. Once afraid of small 
aircraft (“I thought they wouldn’t be 
safe” ), Mrs. Frisk now spends so 
much time in the air that her husband 
says she’s almost never at home. 
“I’d always been against single­ 
engine airplanes, then a friend who 
had a bi plane, an open cockpit, asked 
if I wanted a ride,” recalled Mrs. 
Frisk. “It was just so much fun! I fell 
in love with it and had to eat my 
words.” 
The wife of Collin County Com­ 
missioner and American Airlines pilot 
Chuck Frisk, Judy said that her 
husband has supported her in her 
flying efforts “more than any* 
I’ve ever done.” 
“It’s made it even nicer for us 
because now we can really converse,” 
said the mother of two sons. “ I’ve 
always been the wife at home with the

for me. I’ve found something I really 
love to do.” 
It takes many hours of study and 
about $950 to get a private pilot’s 
license According to Claud Hobby, 
head instructor at Dallas Skyways 
(located at Airpark on the western 
outskirts of the Plano city limits), 
women can make even latter flyers 
than men. 
“A lot of women are scared at first 
but they’ve got more time to work on a 
license than a man—especially the 
housewives,” 
Hobby 
explained. 
“ Most women pilots are more con­ 
scientious, and wh**n all’s said and 
done, they make a little bit better 
pilots.” 
Hobby surmised that some women 
who take flying lessons want to 
“prove something” to their husbands, 
but then the ladies get really in­ 
terested. 
“Just go up and fly around for 30 
minutes. It’s a different world up 
there,” the instructor claimed. “You 
get hooked on it. It’s an escape for 
awhile.” 
The first step in learning to fly is 
attending ground school, where such 
things as aerodynamics, 
Federal 
Aviation Adm. (FAA) regulations, 
flight plans and weather mapping are 
taught. According to Judy Frisk, 
“that's the hardest part.” 
Next, the student goes up with an 
instructor. At Dallas Skyways, the 
novice flyers learn in Cessna 150 
aircrafts. Instructor Hobby said that

Pool Buyers 
Now Warned 


Backyard swimming pool 
buyers should take a few 
precautions 
before 
diving 
headlong into that purchase. 
Claudia Kerbel. a consumer

Her ‘‘caution list" includes 
the following;

The switch 
comes when the salesman 
tries to discourage purchase 
of the advertised pool—and 
encourages buying a higher 
priced one. Consumers in 
this trap could spend far 
more than they wanted or 
could afford. 
—Avoid the demonstrator 
trick. 
W atch 
out

price 
on

“display” pool to show other 
customers. Very often the 
pool is never shown to 
anyone—and the “ special"

An unscrupulous salesman 
will offer a refund on the 
price you pay, if you provide 
names of others who might 
buy a pool. Even if there is a 
refund, usually it is an in­ 
significant amount. Be sure 
to find out exactly how much 
of a refund is offered. 
Other

buying 
guidelines are these: 
Be aware of any local 
requirements for perm its or 
zoning varian ces before 
contracting for a pool. 
o riso n shop and get 
at lean .bree estim ates to 
determine the best price. 
Check the c o n tra c to r’s 
reliability by asking for the 
nam es 
of 
other 
recent 
customers—and then asking 
them 
if 
their 
pool 
is 
satisfactory. 
Consider what you will 
have to spend for upkeep and 
maintenance as part of the 
price. 
Read the contract and be 
sure it completely sets forth 
the work to be done, the 
m aterials to be used, the 
sta rtin g and com pletion 
date, and the total price. 
Have an attorney look over 
the contract before you sign 
and get a copy for your own 
keeping.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The biggest cultural infusion 
since 
the 
Bicentennial 
uplifted 
New Jersey the 
other 
day 
when 
Gov. 
Brendan Byrne signed a bill 
authorizing casino gambling 
in Atlantic City. 
Most high rollers ap­ 
parently assume the Atlantic 
City gaming dens will be 
patterned after the gambling 
hells of Las Vegas, which 
feature roulette, craps and 
blackjack. 
But I understand the first 
permanent established legal 
games of chance on the East 
Coast will operate somewhat 
differently. Here’s what you 
can expect: 
As you enter a casino, you 
go to the cashier’s window, 
which is called the “bank.” 
But rather than buy a stack 
of chips, you purchase $1,500 


worth of slips, which come in 
various 
colors 
and 
denominations. 
White slips are worth $1, 
pink $5, yellow $10, green $20 
and so on up to $500 gold 
slips. 


Along with the stack of 
slips, you also receive a 
plastic 
m arker 
that 
resem bles 
a 
top 
hat, 
wheelbarrow, 
flat 
iron, 
thimble, horseman or dog. 
Very 
well. 
Now 
you 
saunter over to one of the 
tables and kibitz the action, 
trying to get the feel of the 
game. When you are ready 
to bet, you place your 
marker on one of the colored 
spaces on the board. 


The size of the bet depends 
on which space you occupy. 
For example, it costs $400 to 
bet on Boardwalk, $350 to bet 
on Park Place, etc. 


Should you wish to make a 
bigger wager, you may do so 
by placing one or more little 
houses 
alongside 
your 
marker. One house equals 
$200, two houses equal $600, 
three equal $1,400 and four 
equal $1,700. 
Or, if you’re having a hot 
streak, you can press your 
luck with a hotel. That ups 
the bet by $2,000. 
Once all the bets are down, 
the croupier rolls a pair of 
dice and moves his marker 
(a 
m iniature 
vacuum 
cleaner) 
the 
indicated 
number of spaces. 
Another way of increasing 
the wager is to 
place 
markers on all the spaces of 
a given color. For example, 
both Boardwalk and Park 
Place are blue. 
If the croupier lands on a 
space 
containing 
your 
marker, you win. But any 


time his marker passes over 
your marker, you lose. 
For variety, you may bet 
either “with” or “against” 
the dice. 


If you are betting “with” 
the dice, you place your 
marker on “GO” and move 
it the number of spaces 
indicated by the roll. Should 
you land on a space occupied 
by another player, you lose. 
But each time you pass 
“Go,” you collect $200. 
And should you land on 
“Community Chest,” 
you 
get to draw a card that may 
entitle you to a free swim in 
the Atlantic Ocean. 


My sources did not tell me 
the name of the game. But 
since Atlantic City will have 
a monopoly on legal casino 
gambling 
in the eastern 
United States, they may call 
it “Bonanza!”

cared what happened to me, 
I recovered in the hands of a 
very efficient doctor who 
gave me shock treatments. 
Now my story has been 
told in our local newspaper, I 
give talks on emotional and 
mental problems as related 
to my story, I substitute 
teach, I take care of my 
home with three teenagers it 
it, and while on our vacation, 
we have an appointment 
with Mrs. Gelberg who is the 
director of the National 
Mental Health Association. 
There are many things that 
can be done to improve the 
education and information 
related to mental illness. My 
family is dedicated to do all 
we can to help the situation 


but most of all to help get rid 
of the stigma and shame 
attached to mental illness. 
A doctor in charge of 
research in mental illness is 
trying to get a T. V. station to 
do programs related to the 
positive side of mental and 
emotional problems. Let us 
hope that this is done. We 
want to see that there is 
hope. 
Let us not forget that 
during the time of my illness 
although I had very little 
faith, I was a Christian, and 
the Lord is true to his 
promise, He never lets go of 
His children.

To help save energy President Carter wants to put a 
special tax on new cars that get poor gasoline mileage, and 
he wants to use this tax money for rebates to people who buy 
more fuel-efficient models. Tliis penalties and incentive 
approach looks good at first glance, but ’n fact it contains a 
serious practical drawback. That is what to do about rebates 
for the increasing number of foreign cars being sold in the 
United States. 
About 21 per cent of all cars sold nationally — and more 
than 40 per cent of those sold in Southern California — are 
made overseas, and the significant thing about these imports 
is that already 90 per cent of them meet or exceed the 
gasoline mileage standard that Congress has set for 1985. If 
the rebate plan were put into effect without regard to where 
a car was made, buyers of imports would gain considerably, 
and foreign-car sales undoubtably would rise still more. 


That prospect has a lot of people concerned, not least the 
U.S. auto unions. To deal with that concern, Carter has in­ 
dicated that special agreements would be negotiated with 
the foreign-car producing countries. He has been vague on 
what kind of agreements, but plainly the options are limited. 
To avoid giving a competitive advantage to foreign cars, 
the rebates on them would either have to be smaller than 
those on American autos, or restrictions would have to be 
placed on the number of cars imported Either alternative 
would be intolerable interference with free trade, and either 
would invite foreign retaliation against American-made pro­ 
ducts. 
The rebate plan, then, is pretty clearly a no-win situation. 
If applied without discrimination, to U.S. and foreign-made 
cars alike, it probably would cut domestic car sales and cost 
jobs, lf weighted in favor of Americanmade cars, it would 
harm U.S. trade relations. So plainly some other approach 
must be sought. 
'Hie best approach, we think, is to drop the carrot of the 
rebate plan entirely, but to go ahead with the stick of tax 
penalties on poor-mileage cars. That won’t make the foreign 
fuel-efficient cars any less attractive in the marketplace, but 
neither would it give than any added edge, and it might even 


prompt Detroit to accelerate its timetable for producing the 
larger number of highmileage cars that the country needs.

Richard Nixon’s idea that a President has the “inherent 
power” to break the law if he thinks national security de­ 
mands it is bound to stir up a debate among constitutional 
scholars. 
ITie inclination is to look at the question in terms of how 
Mr. Nixon used national security as as a justification for 
activities of questionable legality during his adminstration. 
That is surely part of the historic record on the issue, but it 
should not lead to a hasty judgment of what is best for the 
future 
We face the question of what a President or any federal 
official responsible for national security is supposed to do 
when a suspected threat to national security calls for a 
response that might be ruled out by strict adherence to the 
letter of the law. 
President Carter has suggested one answer, proposing 
that a court order be required for electronic surveillance — 
mainly wiretapping — in any cases of suspected security 
violations. This would close off the one remaining avenue 
where American citizens or aliens can be subjected to such 
surveillance solely by executive order. 


The need is to convince a judge that there is “probable 
cause” to believe someone is passing intelligence to a 
foreign power, and thus should be put under surveillance, 
could delay and possibly thwart an investigation in which 
time and secrecy are essential. This could be more 
dangerous than the alternative of relying on congressional 
oversight to police security wiretaps. 
A third alternative would be even more preferable—for 
the American people to have enough faith in their President 


to entrust him with extra-legal powers and rely on his in­ 
tegrity not to abuse them. That may be the “inherent power” 
Mr. Nixon sees in the presidency, but he defends it from a 
weak position.

“ It s just normal for a 15-year-old boy to respond normally 
to sexual provocation, said Dane County (Wise.) Judge 
Archie Simonson. 
He was commenting on a case involving the rape of a 16- 
year-old girl who was attacked by three teenage boys in a 
high school stairwell. 
Not surprisingly, the judge’s remarks brought an angry 
stream of protest — not necessarily because of the light 
sentences, but because of his contention that rape is a nor­ 
mal reaction to “sexual permissiveness and provocation.” 
That is so much bunk. Rape is not a natural reaction to 
seethrough blouses or tight clothing any more than murder 
is a natural reaction in young people who see violence on 
television. 
No doubt there is increasing sexual permissiveness in our 
society and among young people. There are indications that 
too much television violence may contribute to agressive 
behavior. But neither rape or murder are “normal” reac­ 
tions no matter what stimuli people are exposed to. 


The Valley News of Lebanon, N.H. 
(On the decision by Judge Archie Simonson of Madison, 
Wis., that a boy convicted of rape was just reacting to his 
normal impulses.) 
We could justify everything from Watergate to My Lai on 


the basis that the people involved were just following their 
natural impulses in a permissive moral atmosphere. 
But it isn t just bad logic that’s unsettling about this 
decision. It is also that a court of law in the 1970s — in a 
progressive city like Madison, no less — could still be 
propagating old, fantastic myths about rape. 
Rape is not a situation where a male is so transported by 
his desire for sexual gratification that he loses all reason. 
Most rapes occur not for the male’s sexual gratification, but 
for pathetic psychological needs and inadequacies. 
The act itself is an ugly and violent assault on another 
person. The responsibility for it is in no way mitigated by the 
kind of clothes the victim wears. (In this case, the girl was 
wearing blue jeans and a turtleneck sweater.) 
Courts that countenance such acts by blaming the moral 
climate or, worse, by blaming the victim for “asking for it” 
are compounding the crime.”

Government decisions not to sell armaments abroad — 
like decisions to peddle them — can be based on practical 
political and strategic considerations. This lesson was 
reinforced by the Carter Administration’s anouncement 
that it will withhold HO A-7 military attack plans to 
Pakistan. And underscored the fundamental wisdom of the 
Administration’s arms policy unveiled several weeks ago. 
Somehow, in most discussions of arms sales, the 
proponents have been portrayed as hardheaded realists and 
the opponents as misguided idealists who don’t understand 
what the world is actually like.

the students fly a total of about 20 
hours with an instructor and then 20 
hours solo. 
“When the instructor thinks you’re 
ready to solo,” Mrs. Frisk noted, “you 
land the plane and he says for you to 
go fly then pick him up. After you solo, 
you go out on a local practice area and 
practice at least five hours and 
complete so many maneuvers and 
emergency procedures.” 
Then comes cross-country work, 
which involves flying from one airport 
to another. Two such trips must be 
made with an instructor present and 
four are made alone. All charting of 
the airplane’s course must be done by 
the student pilot. 
This is a complicated procedure, 
Judy Frisk explained. She said that on 
commercial airlines, such as the one 
for 
Yfhich 
her 
husband 
flies, 
.everything is done by computer and 
the information 
handed to the pilot 
when he boards his plane. Hand- 
charting is much more difficult. 
“It’s like the difference between 
baking a cake from a mix and making 
one from scratch,” she commented. 
When all the student’s cross-country 


flights have been made and an FAA 
designee has done several checks on 
the student’s progress, flying and oral 
exams must be taken. Then, finally, 
the private license is awarded. 
A flyer with a private license can fly 
only certain types of aircraft and 
cannot take people flying for hire. 
Instrument rating (which enables one 
to fly “blind” ), commercial and in­ 
structor’s licenses take more study 
and testing. 
“I would like to go ahead and get my 
commercial license and instrument 
rating,” said Mrs. Frisk. “Flying is 
fun, but I would also like to use it to 
help people. It’s a shame to have a 
hobby and not use it.” 
The Frisk family is planning to 
purchase an open cockpit bi-plane in 
the near future. The homemade 
aircraft “looks like an old World War I 
barnstorm er,” according to the 
Frisks, who hope to do “all kinds of 
acrobatics” with their new toy. 
Should women in general be urged 
to take up flying? 
“Definitely,” stressed Judy Frisk. 
“It’s not a liberation-type thing, but 
it’s given me a lot of self-satisfaction.

father of 200 years ago 
standing at the log cabin 
door, 
maybe 
musket 
in 
hand, and looking out over 
his 
180 acres of almost 
virgin land. 
He was a farmer, but he 
was a carpenter and weav­ 
er, and kind of para medic 
in an emergency, a some­ 
time blacksmith, a handy 
man and a mechanic. 
Maybe he did a little 
rough tailoring, he worked 
on hides, he hewed the 
wood and served as part- 
time legislator in the bar­ 
gain. 
He was indeed a daring 
and hardy pioneer in an 
image and tradition that 
has through the years giv­ 
en form, substance and a 
sense of tradition to a new 
nation that rose on the 
w in g s of in d u s t r y an d 
technology to early m atur­ 
ity and world leadership. 
Dad, today, is hardly the 
one-man band his great, 
great, great grandfather 
m ight have had to be.

All-Star Duo Divides 
Big Responsibilities 


It takes a division of 
work, and with two bread­ 
winners in many a home, 
demands an adjustm ent, 
often a reversal, of roles 
between and among fath ­ 
er, mother and children. 
If dad helps with the 
dishes or takes the family 
wash down to the laundry, 
while mother is off at 
work buttressing the fam ­ 
ily income, that’s not “sis­ 
sy,” it's fair. It’s being 
proved in practice every­ 
day. 
Mother, Daughter 
Begin Dad’s Day 


Maybe it’s irony, maybe 


it’s just what you’d expect 
of a holiday conceived in 
love and consecrated in 
respect and devotion for 
66 years. 
Mrs. John Bruce Dodd, 


now 94-years-old, organ­ 
ized the first observance 
of Father’s Day in Spo­ 
kane, Washington in 1910. 
She and her five brothers 
were reared by their fath­ 
er, William Smart, whose 
wife and their mother had 
died when the children 
were all youngsters living 
on a farm in the north­ 
west. 
He did a good job of 


being 
both father and 


mother to his brood. And 
his dedication and sacri­ 
fices were not lost on that 
lonely daughter. 
One day in 1910, while 


she was busily tidying up 
the kitchen chores about 
her Spokane home with 
her own young son chort­ 
ling in his high chair next 
to her, the idea of a Fath­ 
er’s Day to honor her 
father, and all American 
fathers, came to her as a 
most appropriate expres­ 
sion of gratitude. 
That very week, she ap­ 
proached the Spokane 
M inisterial Association 
and the YMCA with her 
idea and set about to de­ 
velop the first Father’s 
Day in American annals. 
She got agreement from 


the Spokane Ministers, but 
her dream of celebrating 
the first Father’s Day on 
her own dad’s birthday, 
June 6, 1910, was to be 
frustrated by the pressures 
of time. 
The local ministry was 


just not able to write the 
Father’s Day sermons in 
time to meet the hoped- 
for deadline. So, in submis­ 
sion to practicalities, the 
date was changed from 
the first to the third Sun­ 
day that June. 
The 
serm o n s 
were 


preached and a movement 
was under way. 
The idea spread across 


the country like a tidal 
wave, gathering adherents 
year by year. 
In 1916 President Wilson 


recognized Father’s Day 


as an observance of im­ 
portance. 
In 1924 President Cool­ 
idge urged all Americans 
to pause on Father’s Day 
to pay tribute to the heads 
of American families. 
Even without the bene­ 
fit of national Congres­ 
sional legislation, Father’s 
Day grew to become an 
American 
institution 
in 
the ensuing two decades 
— a holiday celebrated by 
a m ajority of Americans. 


If dad is off on a busi­ 
n e ss tr ip , an d m o th e r 
handles the disciplining 
in the family, she has no 
other recourse. And why 
not? 
Discipline 
doesn’t 
translate into strong-arm 
tactics. 
Today, 
we’ve 
learned 
that a little applied psy­ 
chology goes a lot further 
than a large helping of 
“big stick diplomacy.” 
The world is a far dif­ 
ferent place in 1976 than 
it was in 1910 when Mrs. 
Dodd got her inspiration 
to start the Fath er’s Day 
movement. 
In fact, you’ve come a 
long way, daddy — and 
you too, mom. 
In most fam ilies, elec­ 
tricity has replaced elbow 
grease. 
In many families, expec­ 
tations and aspirations for 
children can’t possibly be 
realized without two in­ 
comes to help meet rising 
costs for training young 
and hopeful minds. 
In many fam ilies, with­ 
out mother earning a sal­ 
ary too, there is no way 
to enjoy the fruits of our 
sophisticated culture. 
No, dad has not swapped 
his “ m acho” for a mop or 
marketing cart. He’s just 
as im portant as ever to 
guide, lead and take the 


ultimate responsibility for 
his family. 
But today he has more 
than moral support from 
an educated, skilled, re 
sponsible wife and help 
mate. Most fam ilies share 
decisions, share problems, 
share love and happiness. 
Dad has become more 
expert in sharing, because 
sharing is a way of life, 
underscored by the com­ 
plexities of modern life. 
Who is there today who 
can live by bread alone? 
Yet, changes notwith­ 
standing, father’s role in 
keeping family m atters on 
a level keel, have inten­ 
sified rather than dim in­ 
ished. 
His understanding, skill, 
patience, knowledge of life, 
discipline, sym pathy . . . 
they’re all being tested 
more in a crucible of “ fu­ 
ture shock.” 
To meet the challenge 
of today, fathers of yes­ 
terday, often pictured as 
desp otic, ty ran n ic and 
dominating could hardly 
make it. 
It’s the new kind of 
father, sensitive, objective, 
considerate, dedicated, yet 
flexible, who will be honor 
ed most this Fath er’s Day. 
His little sacrifices may 
go u n n o tic e d , b u t he 
makes them every day, in 
many small ways. 
Think about dad — and 
your relatio n sh ip with 
him. He is still able to fix 
a kite, teach a kid to ride 
a bike, and yes. to drive 
the family car, too.

Q. I read somewhere that a 
child can be taught any sub­ 
ject at any age, and hope so 
much that it is true. 
You see, we have a men­ 
tally retarded child who 
seems to have rather severe 
learning limitations, but we 
continue to take him to people 
whom we feel can help him 
(Hit. So far it has all been very 
frustrating. 
He is 6 years old. 
What is the source of that 
statement - 
and do you 
agree with it? 
A. Dr. Jerome Bruner, a 
well-known psychologist and 
educator, once wrote some­ 
thing like your any-subject- 
any-age comment, 
but he 
couldn’t have meant to in­ 
clude children with uncor­ 
rectable learning problems. 
Another writer stated that 
there are “three stages of 
parenthood” related to the 
m entally retarded child. 
First comes the shock, the 
“Why me - 
what did I do 
wrong?” feeling. Then many 
go into the search stage of 
seeking someone who will say 
that all will be well. 
Third, an adjustment-ac- 
ceptance level is reached. 
All parents don’t achieve 
that third stage, but for their 
youngster and their own wel­ 
fare, it is a level to be worked 
toward. 
I hope so much that you 
reach it soon. 


Q. If a child has difficulty 
learning to read, can learning 
how to crawl help him? I 
know that sounds kind of 
stupid, and that’s why I wor­ 
ry about it. However, it has 
been suggested to us in all 
seriousness as a solution for 
our son’s reading problem. 
What do you think? 


A. You’re probably refer­ 
ring to the work of Doman 
and Delacato who stress a re­ 
version to creep-crawling and 
physical manipulation to help 
solve a 
child’s learning 
problems. 
As you can guess, it is a 
very controversial area, with 
many parents swearing by it 
and many educators swear­ 
ing at it. 


Indications are that at this 
time the research supporting 
such claims is still incom­ 
plete. Any child who receives 
the tremendous physical and 
emotional attention (and the 
time involved in it) will no 
doubt profit. 
This question rem ains, 
however: Is it the attention 
and time, or the specific 
methods used, that result in 
the payoff? 


Q. Are c wi ta ct lenses really 
safe for children? I have a 
feeling they are not, but I 
seem to be fighting a losing 
battle. 


A. I’m with you, and so are 
most medical specialists in 
this field. 
Children's eyes change too 
much to make an early use of 
contact lenses practical. 
Later on perhaps, because 
the state of the art is well ad­ 
vanced these days.

Give It New Personality

Q. I’ve been stumped about 
how to decorate an old bath­ 
room. Our home is 65 years 
old and the bathroom is IO by 
15 feet. 
The bathtub is on legs and 
I’d like to keep it. The wash­ 
basin needs replacing. 
What ideas do you have and 
how should I get started? — 
R.D. 
A. You are lucky to have 
such a large bathroom but 
sometimes older bathrooms 
can be a challenge. 
Wallpaper can be an in­ 
stant personality builder in 
an old bathroom. It can lend a 
traditional look, add lots of 
charm and cover up a multi­ 
tude of sins including badly 
damaged walls. 
By all means keep the four­ 
legged bathtub. And for the 
basin I saw a marvelous trick 
I’d like to try myself. 
Buy an old credenza or cab­ 
inet (one the proper height 
for the washbasin) and have 
a carpenter cut a spot in it for 
the basin, lf you can splurge 


on the basin choose a lovely 
hand-painted one. 
Be certain to give the wood 
top of your credenza or chest 
several coats of liquid vinyl 
or spar varnish designed for 
boats to protect the finish. 
This obviously isn’t practi­ 
cal for teen-ager’s or chil­ 
dren’s bathrooms but it looks 
great in a guest bathroom or 
a master bath where adults 
will take extra care with wa­ 
ter problems. 
Instead of traditional medi­ 
cine cabinets which mostly 
are modern in design today, 
use a pair of elegant mirrors. 
For the floor I’d use a pebbly 
off-white vinyl and top it with 
a luxurious Oriental design 
carpet (in cotton, of course). 


Q. We are living in a tiny 
city apartment and expect to 
move in two years when my 
husband finishes school. 
We need a dining room set 
for the apartment but our 
space is quite limited so we 
could not handle a regular 
sized dining table and chairs. 
I do not feel we can afford 


to buy a set only for two 
years. We need to be able to 
use whatever we buy when 
we move. But I am not sure 
what kind of dining furniture 
we will want. What would you 
suggest? — W.W.C. 
A. I think I’d seriously con­ 
sider buying a good quality 
patio set — an outdoor one 
perhaps in metal and glass 
with cushioned seats. You 
could choose something you 
like that would give you a 
start later in furnishing your 
garden or patio of a home. 
Outdoor furniture can give 
a light and airy look to an 
apartment dining room, es­ 
pecially appropriate if you 
add a few plants for an indoor 
greenhouse effect. 
If metal and glass doesn’t 
sound appealing, inexpensive 
directors chairs with bright 
canvas backs and seats and 
wood fram es are alw ays 
handy in a home. They’re 
good for the garden, are easy 
to fold and put away for the 
winter and it is easy to re­ 
place the canvas when it 
needs freshening.

series of articles concerning 
the various aspects of the 
women’s movement, from

The nation now has a 
broad legal base to eliminate 
sex discrim ination com ­ 


posed of a series of strong 
laws enacted by Congress, 
Executive Orders issued by 
the President and court 
decisions on those laws and 
orders. 
While the enforcement of 
nondiscrim ination 
law s 
generally has been weak, the 
laws, nevertheless, have had 
a positive impact. 
Large 
monetary settlements are 
convincing employers of the 
seriousness of eliminating 
sex discrimination in em ­ 
ployment. Since 1965, more 
than $127 million has been 
aw arded 
to 
som e 
224,000 workers in back pay 


In Spite of Strong Laws 


to correct then employers 
violation of the Equal Pay 
Act.

dram atic 
changes ap p ear to have 
come about in the field of 
education, possibly because 
im provem ents are m ore 
easily documented here In 
1970, women represented 
44.7 percent of the freshman

Im provem ent

ployment is harder to assess,

The Visible Woman 


Three young women re­ 
cently robbed a bank in up­ 
state New York, and were ap­ 
prehended several hours 
later in the getaway car. 
A 15-year-old girl on Long 
Island was arrested for 
bludgeoning her mother to 
death after a heated discus­ 
sion about a boyfriend. 
Are these cases exceptions, 
or are they just part of the 
ever-increasing participation 
of women in crime? Even 
though there has been a 
dramatic increase in the per­ 
centages of women appre­ 
hended for criminal activity, 
these particular examples 
seem to represent exceptions. 
“Violent crime is 14) both 
among men and women,” 
says Dr. Marguerite Warren 
of the School of Criminal Jus­ 
tice of the State University of 
New York at Albany, “but the 
percentage for women has 
risen no more than that for 
men.” 
According to FBI statistics, 
there has been a 95 per cent 
increase in female arrests 
since 1969. Even so, points out 
Warren, “If you look at the 
total crime picture, the pro­ 
portions remain relatively 
small.” 
Most of the crimes com­ 
mitted by women involve 
property offences such as for­ 
gery, fraud, and embezzle-

ment. “Seven per cent of the 
robbery arrests made are 
with women,” says Warren, 
though the overall picture of 
property crimes for women is 
higher than that. 
Women who might risk em­ 
bezzling or forgery are less 
likely to hold 14) a bank or pis- 
tol-whip a service station at­ 
tendant. In those crimes with 
victims, women can claim 
only 4 per cent of the arrests. 
When asked if she thought 
the women’s movement had 
anything to do with the in­ 
crease, W arren expressed 
doubt. 
“ We’ve had very few 
studies on the cause of the in­ 
crease of crime among wom­ 
en, but the women’s move­ 
ment has been primarily 
among the middle classes ... 
that’s not a group of women 
in which we find a high crime 


rate.” 
Judith Hansen of the Penn­ 
sylvania Program for Women 
and Girl Offenders claims 
that most female criminals 
have little in common with 
the “liberated woman” but 
have weak self-images, de­ 
pendent roles with men and 
often become involved in 
crime because of their sub­ 
servient relationship to a 
man. Hansen also feels that 
the 
economic 
goals 
of 
feminism seem an impossible 
dream for most women of­ 
fenders, 
who are usually 
handicapped by poverty and 
lack of education. 
Hansen warns that linking 
feminism with crim e in­ 
creases, “not only maligns 
the women’s movement but 
also undermines efforts to 
identify and deal with crime 
in our society.”

Get Yourself 
Some Enemies

There are few pests in this 
:ity more common than the 
nan 
who 
sets 
out 
s y s t e m a t i c a l l y 
and 
methodically 
to 
“make 
friends.” There are always a 
few such souls in every serv­ 
ice club, fraternal organiza­ 
tion or church congregation. 
You can always spot "Mr. 
Friendly” who tweaks his 
way into small groups of 
congenial souls, slapping 
them all on the back and in­ 
quiring with a forced smile as 
to the “howness” of every­ 
thing. 
In all that he says and does 
you can smell the musty page 
of a list of rules he is follow­ 
ing and very few persons are 
ever deceived. Folk who try 
too desperately for the goal of 
universal friendship never 
learn that you cannot manu­ 
facture friends. The idea of 
m a n u factu rin g 
m e ans 
manipulation and any sug­ 
gestion (rf a forced relation is 
fatal to friendship. 
Often, the friend-maker is a 
lonely, well-intentioned 
person who sincerely wants 
the esteem and regard of his 
fellows. If you have enough 
concern about this kind of 
person, you should take him 
aside arri whisper in his ear 
these humble words of wise 
and worldly counsel: If vou 
want to make friends, it can­ 
not be done. You have to grow 
them. 
The other side of this coin 
is, if you want a few close 
friends, go and make yourself 
some powerful enemies. Of 
course, I realize that this may 
momentarily shock your 
finer sensibilities coming 
from a cleric. It sounds 
paradoxical but it is not, 
really. Listen! 
•Die man who boasts he has 
not an enemy in the world, is 
either totally oblivious to the 
world, not telling the truth or 


exploitive use of sex. The 
daily overexposure to brutal 
and dehum anizing conduct 
e n d a n g e rs 
th e 
m o ral 
foundation of everyone.” 
The C hurch’s Office of

They observe 
adults and they probably 
observe a consistent adult 
behavior on television more 
than anyplace else because 
the live people they a re with 
all the tim e a re not that 
consistent. 
“ The only place the child 
sees adult behavior that is 
alw ays the sam e — and 
alw ays antisocial — is on 
television.” 
He went on, “ What they 
see on television is that the 
average population is unable 
to 
tak e 
c a re 
of 
itself 
politically, 
th at 
town 
of­ 
ficials are venal, that the 
only way to m aintain law 
and order is by the man in 
the white hat who rides in 
from outside, that people are 
stu p id , th a t 
w om en a re 
stu p id , 
a n d 
th a t 
ad u lt 
behavior is what is shown on 


a piece of sea weed. I cannot 
believe that such a person is 
very good company. 
So hear me out as I say “go 
make yourself some real 
good enemies.” Select them 
with deliberate and sensitive 
care. Go after them with 
earnestness. Soon, the people 
who have felt something 
authentic in you and feel as 
you do, will start migrating 
toward you cm a somewhat 
deeper level than the shallow 
kind of relationships we most 
often have. 


The precedent for what I 
am saying is seen in every 
forceful 
character 
in 
recorded history. Did George 
Washington have enemies? 
He was not out there swinging 
his sword at his friends! 
Remember Lincoln? Half of 
this nation believed to its dy­ 
ing day that he was the most 
evil thing on two legs. Did 


Teddy Roosevelt talk about 
carrying a “big stick” for 
purely decorative purposes? 
I believe Jesus the Christ 
had as many enemies as any 
other man in Palestine and 
maybe a few more, and I can 
find no record that he ever 
compromised with them. 
When He walked into the 
midst of the money changers 
desecrating the temple, we do 
not find Him trying a chapter 
from the book “Tact and 
Compromise.” Holy Writ sa* ’ 
He took a horsewhip an 
drove the greedy leeches out. 


You may respond that 
Jesus loved His enemies. 
Yes, yes, yes, He loved them. 
But He hated their ideas, 
their compromised morals 
and the way they were 
exploiting the helpless. He 
fought their ideas and values 
relentlessly. 
So the clue to getting a 
friend, is first look at your 
own values. Know what you 
believe and value. Then take 
a long hard look at the values 
of your would-be friend.
